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Continuation of 13. Other: In an interview with Michael Badagliacca on 07/02/2009, the Applicant had not responded to proposed changes 
to the claims via an Examiner's Amendment. The applicant's representative requested that an Office Action be sent indicating the issues 
with the claims. These are now mentioned. Claim 1 is object to for including a period at the end of the 6th paragraph of the limitation. 
Further, claims 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph. It is unclear from the last two paragraphs of the amended claims 1 
and 1 8 of whether the predetermined threshold is being defined twice (e.g. needing an "or" between the two wherein statements) or whether 
they are two different thresholds that were intended to be claimed. The Applicant is advised to clarify such issue in the next response. 
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
